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THIRD DAY. 

Friday, September 13, 1895. 

Devotional Services. — The devotional services were con- 
ducted by E. C. Brooks. At 9 A. M., Bishop Foster took the 
chair. The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. 

Case of C. W. Wilson. — The committee in the case of C. 
W. Wilson presented their report as follows : “ Your com- 

mittee to whom was referred certain papers in the case of 
Rev. C. W. Wilson, have carefully examined them and find 
no cause for formal charges and recommend that his charac- 
ter pass,” which, on motion of J. C. W. Coxe, was adopted, 
and the character of Bro. Wilson was passed.

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Report of Publishing Agent. — C. W. Shepherd presented 
his report as Publishing Agent, which was referred to the 
Auditing Committee. 

Papers Referred. — Papers upon the support of Superannu- 
ates were referred to the Board of Stewards. 

Seventh Question. Class Addressed. — The Seventh Ques- 
tion was taken up and William R. Jeffrey, Hiram F. Gilbert, 
Edward L. Shook and William B. Ireland were called for- 
ward, and after an earnest address by the Bishop upon the 
scope ■ and dignity of the ministerial office, urging that a 
preacher should be a manly man, a studious man, and be 
diligent in pastoral service, were asked the usual disciplinary 
questions, were favorably reported in their studies, were 
admitted to full connection, and, all save H. F. Gilbert, 
(previously ordained), elected to Deacons’ orders. W. B. 
Ireland was conditioned on Christian Archaeology. 

Wm. L. Clapp was favorably reported in his studies, 
admitted to full connection and elected to Deacons’ orders, 
subject to his answering the Disciplinary questions in open 
Conference. 

Introduced. — Dr. Lewis Curts was introduced and ad- 
dressed the ‘ Conference concerning our publishing interests. 

C. E. Coggeshall was passed on all the studies of the 
second year except Atonement, Rhetoric, and Logic, and 
was continued in the class of the second year. 

Transfers Announced. — The transfers of S. P. Craver from 
the Mexico Conference and J. E. Newsome of North India 
Conference were announced. 

Readmitted. — A. W. White, having a certificate of location 
from the Lexington Conference, was readmitted. 

Election of Delegates. — The order of the day was taken 
up and P. J. Henness, G. M. Tuttle, J. W. Lewis, E. C. 
Brooks, J. C. Kendrick and John Lee were appointed as 
tellers. 

A motion to suspend the order of the day was laid on the 
table. 
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Method of Voting. — The time of the session was extended, 
and it was ordered that the election of delegates be by 
ballot ; that a majority of votes should be required to elect ; 
that in the event of more than four brethren receiving a 
majority the four highest should be declared elected ; and in 
case of a tie in the event of more than four receiving a 
majority a new ballot shall be taken to decide the choice 
between the two. 

Vote Taken. — The ballot was taken and the tellers retired. 
J. C. Willits, Assistant Secretary, accompanying them. 

Introduced. — The Rev. W. R. S. Burnette, Upper Iowa 
Conference, Supt. Children’s Home Society for Iowa, was in- 
troduced and addressed the Conference. 

Publishing Agent Instructed. — ^J. C. W. Coxe offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Publishing Agent be authorized to publish 2,500 
copies of the Journal of this session, and he is hereby directed to dis- 
tribute them as heretofore to the pastors, with authority to draw on all 
the delinquents after forty days from receipt of the same.- The draft to 
include ten cents per copy with cost of delivery added. 

Tenth Question. — The Tenth Question was taken up and 
C. R. Zimmerman, M. A. Meagher, William M. Erskine, 
William H. Heppe, J. C. Willits, Elias Handy and A. E. 
Thornley were elected to Elders’ orders. 

J. R. Payne and I. B. Schreckengast were continued in the 
studies of the fourth year. 

Thirtieth Question. — The Thirtieth Question was taken 
up and invitations for the next Conference session were re- 
ceived from Knoxville and Muscatine. Knoxville was 
elected by a large majority. 

C. W. Shepherd was appointed Publishing Agent, on 
motion of C. E. Stafford. 

Memorial. — A memorial from Ottumwa District Confer- 
ence concerning a change in the Discipline in regard to the 
solemnization of marriage by unordained ministers was 
adopted. {See Memorial^) 
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Elected. — The report on Itinerant’s Club was presented, 
and pending the consideration of the report the report of 
the tellers was announced. C. L. Stafford, T. J. Myers, and 
M. Btmford, having received a majority of all the votes cast, 
were declared elected. 

. Adjourned. — Notices were given, the Doxology was sung 
and the Benediction was pronounced by the Bishop. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, September 14, 1895. 

Devotional Services. — Devotional services were conducted 
by Rev. J. E. Newsome. At 9 o’clock. Bishop Foster took 
the chair. The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. 

Election of Delegates. — E. H. Waring moved that the 
Conference proceed to elect one additional delegate to Gen- 
eral Conference, which motion prevailed. The ballot was 
taken and the tellers retired. E. H. Waring presented the 
following paper : 

Resolutions. — Resolved^ i. That the General Conference be requested 
to attach the Colored work now in the Iowa Conference to the Central 
Missouri Conference. 

2. That the Secretary notify the Central Missouri Conference at its 
next session of this action. 

3. That the delegates of this Conference present this action to the next 
General Conference, J. W. Lambert, W. C. Chew, E. H. Waring, E. L. 
Schreiner, A. W. Haines, Ira O. Kemble, I. P. Teter. 

Election Announced. — Pending the consideration of the 
subject, the tellers returned. No one having received a 
majority of all the votes cast, a second vote was taken and 
the tellers retired. Later the tellers reported that I. P. Teter 
had received a majority of all the votes cast and was declared 
elected. 

Reserve Delegates. — A ballot was taken for two reserve 
delegates and the tellers retired. F. W. Hinitt, pas- 
, tor of the First Presbyterian Church, and H. D. Crawford, 
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pastor of the Central U. B. Church of this city, and Wm. 
Nash, of the N. W. Kansas Conference, were introduced. 

Postponed. — After extended discussion of the paper offered 
by E. H. Waring, T. B. Hughes moved that the further con- 
sideration of the question be postponed until Monday morn- 
ing, immediately after the reading of the minutes. Adopted. 

Passed to Stewards. — Drafts on the Book Concern for 
$1,287 and Chartered Fund for $25 were handed to U. B. 
Smith, Treasurer of the Board of Stewards. 

Itinerant’s Club. Election Announced. — The report on 
Itinerant’s Club, which was pending at the time of adjourn- 
ment yesterday, was taken up. Pending the discussion, the 
tellers returned and reported that J. C. W. Coxe had received 
a majority of all the votes cast, and he was declared elected 
first reserve delegate. 

Second Reserve. — On motion of E. L. Schreiner, the order 
of the Conference (Erecting the election by ballot was sus- 
pended, and W. G. Wilson was elected second reserve dele- 
gate by acclamation. 

Further consideration of the pending question was post- 
poned until Monday morning, immediately after the order of 
the day. 

Eleventh Question. — The Eleventh Question was taken up 
and H. T. Robinson from the Burlington District, and David 
G. Abbot and G. E. Minear from the Keokuk District, were 
elected to local Elders’ orders. On motion of C. W. Shepherd, 
the secretaries were authorized to edit the minutes. 

Restoration of Parchments Asked. — Wm. E. Wilson pre- 
sented an application from Quarterly Conference of Oska- 
loosa and Colon Circuits for the restoration of the parch- 
ments of Thos. J. Marshall, which was referred to the 
Committee on Conference Relations. 

Report Committee on Education. — E. C. Brooks presented 
the report of the Committee on Education. Pending the 
consideration of the report, subscriptions to the amount of 
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$470 for the Ladies’ Hall were taken. The report was 
unanimously adopted. 

Introduced Dr. Goucher. — L. F. Berry, pastor of the First 
Congregational Church of this city, was introduced. The 
time was extended and Dr. Goucher, President of the 
Woman’s College of Baltimore, was introduced and addressed 
the Conference in the interest of that institution. 

Address of Bishop. — Bishop Foster briefly addressed the 
Conference deprecating the divisions on points of doctrine 
and the employment of irresponsible helpers, and urging 
brotherliness of spirit and devotion to God’s work with our 
mind and heart. 

Adjourned. — The Conference adjourned by expiration of 
time, with the Benediction by the Bishop.

FIFTH DAY. 

Monday, September i6, 1895. 
Devotional Services. — Conference met at 9 A. M., the devo- 
tional services conducted by B. F. Shane.

Order of Day. — The order of the day, viz : The paper pre- 
sented by E. H. Waring concerning the Iowa District, was 
taken up and J. A. Lee offered the following substitute : 

To the Bishop and members of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church : 

Whereas, The last General Conference, for the bettering of the condi- 
tion of the Colored members of said Church, did organize the States of 
Iowa, Nebraska, and the west half of Illinois into a district and then attached 
it to the Iowa Conference, the purpose of said arrangement was not to 
burden the Iowa Conference, but to give the Colored work a chance to grow 
into wisdom and strength, therefore, 

Resolved^ That it is the sense of this Conference that it w’ould be detri- 
mental to this Colored work to force it out of the Iowa, into any other 
Conference ; and whereas, some of the members of this Conference think 
it best for us to be detached from the Iow a Conference, and attached to some 
of our Colored Conferences; and whereas, if such an arrangement was 
made, it w'ould cost the preachers more money to get to and from the ses- 
sions of the Central Missouri Conference, than the amount of Missionary 
money they w’ould get by such an arrangement, therefore. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that it would be far 
better for the Colored work that no such thing be attempted. 

Resolved, Therefore, that we appeal through our delegates just elected 
to the General Conference, to ask the passage of an enabling Act at its 
coming session, that at any time during the next four years that when the 
Iowa district shall have twenty effective members it may be organized 
into an Annual Conference, if the Colored brethren shall ask, and the 
Bishop presiding shall concur; thereby relieving the Iowa Conference of 
any burden, and bettering the chances and condition of the Colored work 
for better usefulness. • Wm. E. Wieson,

H earlier than July 15th, nor later than August 15th. 

Education. — The Committee on Education submitted a 
supplementary^ report, which was adopted. (See Report No. 2.) 

Temperance. — The Committee on Temperance submitted 
their report. {See Report).

— J. C. Willits moved that when we ad- 
journ it be to meet at 1:30 P. M., which motion prevailed. 

Treasurer’s Report. — The Conference Treasurer presented 
his report, which was approved, and the Treasurer was au- 
thorized to pay over the money in his hands to the parties 
atithorized to receipt therefor. ' 

Apportionment. — The apportionment to the Conference for 
Episcopal support was announced as $1,361, which was re- 
ferred to the Presiding Elders for apportionment to the 
Districts.

Missionary Treasurer. — C. W. Shepherd presented his re- 
port as Conference Missionary- Treasurer, which was approved. 

Report of Visitors to I. W. U. — The report of the Visitors 
to the Iowa Wesleyan University was presented and adopted. 

Memoirs. — The Committee on Memoirs reported and their 
report was adopted. The Committee was authorized to pub- 
lish in the Conference Minutes a memoir of Dr. C. S. H. Dunn, 
who died in 1894. 

Smaller Hymnal. — W. C. Chew presented a memorial to the 
\yestern Book Agents asking for the publication of a smaller 
Hymnal, which after amendment, making it also a memorial 
to the General Conference, was adopted. 

Ordination Papers Filed. — T. J. Myers presented the ordi- 
nation papers of F. H. Pickworth, with the request that he be 
permitted to withdraw from the ministry and membership of 
our Church, which request was granted and the parchments 
were filed by the Secretary of the Conference. 
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On motion, the Conference adjourned with the Benediction 
by the Bishop.

BURLINGTON DISTRICT 



J. E. CORLEY, P. E. 

Through the mercy of God I am permitted to present my 
fifth annual report of the Burlington District. In many 
respects the work of the District has moved in the usual 
grooves. The health of preachers and their families has 
been generally good, there having been no very serious hin- 
drance to the work in any part of the District. The salaries 
estimated for the preachers are practically the same as last 
year, and I think there will be no very heavy deficiencies, 
thousfh some were set much lower than thev should have 
been at the start. 

^Material improvements have continued to ‘keep pace with 
the demand, notwithstanding the alleged hard times. At 
Sperry, Brother Cannom has housed himself and family in a 
cosy little parsonage, and his people have paid for it, since 
Conference — a decided victory for that charge ; its cost was 
about $500. At Winfield, Brother Hall and family moved 
out of the old into a commodious new parsonage in the 
middle of the year; it is worth $1,500, on which there is a 
debt of about $600 to be provided for. On the Morning Sun 
work, the parsonage debt of several years’ standing has been 
wiped out. At Ft. Madison, First Church, $1,400 has been 
paid on the church debt. Plans are laid and partly worked 
which, I hope, will provide for the entire indebtedness of 
our two splendid churches in Burlington within the next 
Conference year. Many minor improvements have been 
made during the year on various church and parsonage 
properties. 
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BURUXGTOX DISTRICT.

Through the mercy of God I am permitted to present my 
fifth annual report of the Burlington District.

At Winfield, Brother Hall and family moved 
out of the old into a commodious new parsonage in the 
middle of the year; it is worth $1,500, on which there is a 
debt of about $600 to be provided for. On the iMorning Sun 
work, the parsonage debt of several years’ standing has been 
wiped out. At Ft. Madison, First Church, $1,400 has been 
paid on the church debt. Plans are laid and partly worked 
which, I hope, will provide for the entire indebtedness of 
our two splendid churches in Burlington within the next 
Conference year. Alany minor improvements have been 
made during the year on various church and parsonage 
properties. 
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New churches have been dedicated as follows: At Mt. 

Union, W. C. Chew, Pastor ; the church is a very convenient 
one and is worth $2,500. At Cottonwood, on the Salem 
Charge, T. S. Pool, Pastor ; this is a beautiful little church, 
worth $1,500, in a new community, and has already been 
honored of God, as has also the Mt. Union Church, by a 
most gracious revival and the organization of a large and 
vigorous society. At Marsh, on the Morning vSun Charge, 
there was dedicated, in the early summer, probably the most 
beautiful country church in the Iowa Conference ; its value 
is $2,500 ; the pastor, P. J. Henness, has organized a strong 
class and Epworth League there under very promising 
auguries. 

Trinity Church, on the Mt. Union Charge, under the lead- 
ership of Brother Chew, has been rebuilt at a cost of about 
$800, and is practically a new church. Also the Asbury 
Church, on the Burlington Circuit, through the untiring 
efforts of the pastor, P. C. Hogle, has been rebuilt at a cost 
of $1,000, and is now a beautiful new sanctuary. 

Two District Conferences and one District League Con- 
vention have been held, which were seasons of intellectual 
stimulus and spiritual refreshing and inspiration. One or 
more Leagues have been organized in nearly every pastoral 
charge, and a Sabbath School in nearly every preaching 
place in the district — indeed I know of no exception in 
respect to the latter — which afford all classes, especially the 
young people, opportunities to help and be helped. 

Our Church literature is generally used in our Sabbath 
Schools, though a few think they get better service at 
smaller cost from other publications. The pastors have 
pushed the subscriptions for the Advocates with gratifying 
results ; judging from the reports of pastors at the District 
Conference, there must be quite an increase in the circulation 
thereof. 

The benevolences have been carefully looked after by per- 
sonal counsel, by correspondence, and urged in our pulpit 
ministrations. “ Children’s Day,” “ Good Tidings Day,” and 
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“ Easter Sunday ” are generally observed, and each yields 
goodly sums for its respective cause. I will have to await 
the reports of pastors, of course, for the amount, but, unless 
all ante-Conference forecasts are misleading, there will be a 
handsome advance on benevolences over last year. 

At the *proper time I notified all the pastors of the order 
of the General Conference to hold an election on the “ Ham- 
ilton Amendment.” The result was as follows: Out of 26 

pastoral charges, only 8 held the election and reported to 
me, and in these, out of a total membership of nearly 5,000, 
only 181 votes were cast. Of these, 21 were for the Amend- 
ment and 160 against it. 

The religious condition of the churches in the District I 
count good. Excellent revivals have been held during the 
year, and it has been again demonstrated that Jesus yet has 
power to save. I will not attempt to locate and enumerate 
the revivals held. Nearly every charge was graciously vis- 
ited, and about 1,300 souls professed conversion at our various 
altars. To God be all the glory ! 



KEOKUK DISTRICT. 

T. J. MYERS, P. E. 

I rejoice to record another year of health and uninter- 
rupted service in the work of the Church. The health of the 
pastors of the district for the most part has been good, as 
also that of their families. Only two of our brethren had 
interruption to their work by reason of impaired health : 
Brother Jeffery in the midst of the revival campaign was 
laid aside and was unable to be in his pulpit or do pastoral 
work for some two months. Brother Fraker, about three 
months ago, went down under nervous prostration, and in 
obedience to his physician has desisted from all mental and 
ministerial work until within the past two weeks. Two 
worthy and aged local preachers have died this year : 
Brother J. Hunt, of the Troy Circuit, and William Clarridge, 
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of Libertyville. The^e faithful men of God departed this 
life in great peace. 

Supplies. — The charges, save two, were all filled by mem- 
bers of the Conference. Brother Springer, a Supernumerary 
member of the Central Illinois Conference, was appointed 
to Libertyville, and P. A. McBeth was appointed Junior 
preacher with Brother Handy on the Mystic and Jerome Cir- 
cuit. These brethren, with all the pastors of the District, 
have been faithful and zealous servants of the Church. 

Religious Life. — The religious life of the churches has 
not declined, a spirit of revival being manifested in most of 
the churches. There were about 1,400 conversions, most of 
whom united with the Church, resulting in an increase to 
the full membership of the District of 1,032. 

Improvements. — The partial failure of crops and the 
seeming scarcity of money at the beginning of the Confer- 
ence year made it unfavorable for the undertaking of new 
enterprises. We have therefore little to report in the way of 
church and parsonage improvements. All the charges ex- 
cept four have parsonages. Out of the eighty congregations 
on the Keokuk' District, all have church buildings save 
three. A. V. Kendrick, of Chatham-Keokuk, has paid $700 
on their organ debt, and did some other needed repairing on 
both church and parsonage. First Church, Keokuk, G. M. 
Tuttle, Pastor, has paid off the indebtedness on its parson- 
age and also reduced the debt on the church. E. L. 
Schreiner, of Fairfield, obtained a most desirable property 
for a parsonage at the cost of a thousand dollars ; they will 
soon build a modern home for the pastor. 

New Work. — One new appointment has been taken this 
year, and a class of 30 members organized by Brother Thero, 
of Drakesville. 

Epworth League. — The organization of the Epworth * 
League has been a great help already to many of the 
churches, and the prpspect is that it will prove of lasting 
benefit. In many places the impulse of the movement has 
been felt most decidedly, not only among the young people. 
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but in every department of the Churcji. The annual session 
of the District League was held in Keosauqua and was a 
convention of marked interest and profit. 

Class Meetings. — Class-meetings, I believe, have not 
declined, but in many churches have improved, and yet they 
are far from being what they ought to be. In many places 
this means of grace is crowded out for want of proper time 
and place because of so many other services. 

Children’s Day. — Children’s Day is becoming more and 
more the great day of the Sunday Schools. The excellent 
programs of this year, issued by the Board' of Education, 
were used in all these services, and were appreciated as afford- 
ing information and entertainment. Our aim has been to 
hold all our schools to the prime object for which this day 
has been given. 

Sunday Schools. — The Sunday Schools are nearly all 
missionary schools, well supplied with our own excellent 
literature, and are doing very faithful work. 

District Conference. — The fall and spring sessions of 
the District Conference were held, and each was a session of 
spiritual blessing to the preachers and of helpfulness to the 
church where convened. The territorial boundary of Keo- 
kuk District is such as to make it inconvenient for District 
Conferences and other gatherings that would strengthen the 
connectional bond by district influence. We have failed for 
this and other reasons to secure at our District Conference a 
very large attendance of our lay brethren. 

Restrictive Rule. — The proposition for the change of 
the Restrictive Rule, sent down to the churches by the Gen- 
eral Conference, was duly presented to the membership, but 
only a small vote was recorded, resulting as follows :

Total, . . .712 

Ministerial Support. — The claims for ministerial sup- 
port were fixed in the aggregate at about $1,200 in advance 
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of last year. I think we shall have some little advance in 
receipts, but some of the pastors will be seriously embar- 
rassed because of the deficiencies. It is most difficult to get 
our official boards to adopt some financial system and then 
work it faithfully. The one great need in all our charges is 
efficient stewards and a strict adherence to the Disciplinary 
plan for raising pastors’ salaries. I am persuaded that 
there is none that so fully meets every case, whether of the 
country or city, as the Disciplinary plan. 

Benevolences. — In the benevolences of the District we 
stand about as last year. From the beginning it was quite 
apparent we should do exceedingly well if we had no de- 
crease in the Missionary collection. We had hoped that 
as a district we should come up to the million and a half 
line. All the collections have had consideration, but are not 
what they ought to be. 

Church Literature. — Our people do not support the 
Book Concern as they ought and as they have ability. There 
is a lamentable lack among our people in religious books 
and church papers. In a membership of 7,300 we have rep- 
resented 2,000 families. Of these, 1,663 are without a 
Methodist Church paper. In addition to this number we 
have among our young people a circulation of 252 Epworth 
Heralds. Here and there may be found a copy of some 
other religious paper, but very many are without any church 
and religious reading. 

Finally. — Every interest as far as I know has been at- 
tended to, but we are very far from marching abreast of the 
great opportunity the Lord has set before us ; yet it has been 
a year in many respects of commendable progress, and 
abundant in many things for which to rejoice and be glad. 
A thousand blessings and more call for recognition and 
devout praise to the giver of all good. Grateful to God for 
His providence over us, and to my brethren for the many 
favors shown to me, this report is respectfully submitted. 
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MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

IRA O. KEMBLE, P. E. 

Muscatine District continues to report progress. 

Dr. Dennis Murphy fell at his post in West Liberty, 
January 29th. The church bell rang for an evening 
service ; the prompt pastor did not appear ; a few mo- 
ments later the tidings came — Dr. Murphy is not, for God 
has taken, him. A strong man, a faithful minister of the 
Gospel, a noble Christian and a brother beloved has joined 
the Church triumphant. A suitable memoir will appear at 
the proper time. Sister Murphy demonstrated that she be- 
longs to the heroic type of itinerant wives, by superintend- 
ing all the interests of the Charge, in a very satisfactory 
way, until May ist, when she was relieved by the appoint- 
ment of J. B. Schreckengast, who had just completed a theo- 
logical course in the Boston School. The pastors have been 
their own evangelists, with few exceptions. A revival spirit 
has generally prevailed, resulting in about 700 conversions. 

This year’s District Camp-meeting compares very favor- 
ably with those of the past. The question of maintaining a 
permanent district camp-ground has two sides ; after six 
years’ experience, I am gravitating toward the negative. 

The Epworth League Chapters number 40, with an aggre- 
gate membership of 1,859. The Junior Leagues number 17, 
with- a membership of 624. This promising child of the 
Church needs fostering care. As a Presiding Elder, I am 
jealous for the maintenance of the time-honored and God- 
blessed Love-feast. The Leaguers are inclined to substitute 
a League meeting on Quarterly meeting occasions for the 
Love-feast. I think, however, the remedy lies with the pas- 
tor, who may, without giving offense to the zealous Leaguers, 
induce them to dispense with the Sabbath service of the 
League, and come in a body to the Love-feast, In my judg- 
ment, the Junior League has even larger possibilities than 
the League itself. 

Church literature is taken as follows : Advocates, 358 : 
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Methodist Reviews, nine. Epworth Heralds, 624. This 
statement indicates the great work to be done, before our 
people can reach the measure of religious and denomina- 
tional intelligence necessary for the greatest aggressive 
power. One new church is near completion at Montpelier, 
on the Blue Grass Charge; W. H. Jones, pastor. The 
church at Letts is being remodeled and enlarged at an ex- 
pense of $2,500; H. F. Pugh, pastor. A church building has 
been bought and deeded to the M. E. Church, at Windham, 
on the Amish Charge ; F. T. Maxwell, pastor. The parson- 
age at Lone Tree has been improved, to the amount of over 
$300; A. B. Hightshoe, pastor. A house has been purchased 
for a parsonage at Westchester, on the Lexington Charge; 
A. M. Smith, pastor. Other improvements on church prop- 
erty throughout the District are quite considerable. 

The Benevolent collections will show a general advance 
above last year. The old story, “ Procrastination is the 
thief of time,” has been verified once more ; and as a re- 
sult, the large decrease on some Charges has almost swal- 
lowed up the handsome increase on others. 

In closing my work on the Muscatine District, I am hu- 
miliated with a consciousness of my weakness in attempting 
so great a work. God has been gracious in ennabling me 
to help the Bishops to appoint a splendid corps of men from 
year to year, who have wrought so efficiently that the Dis- 
trict has constantly enlarged in numbers and aggressiveness. 
In retiring, I have only words of esteem and appreciation for 
both ministers and laymen, to whom, through God, I am so 
largely indebted for whatever of prosperity has attended my 
administration. 



OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 



T. B. HUGHES, P. E. 

The preachers in the Oskaloosa District all went to their 
Charges early in the' Conference year, and all continued to 
do faithful work to the close of the same, with one excep- 
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tion, W. H. Gifford, who left the Reasnor Circuit the first of 
March, and W. F. Hughes served that Charge acceptably to 
the close of the year. Considering the financial depression, 
the amount collected and expended for repairing and build- 
ing church ^ property is surprisingly large. A very comfort- 
able parsonage was erected at Lacey, early in the Confer- 
ence year. The building is situated in a beautiful grove, 
near the church, and makes a delightful home for the pas- 
tor. A frame church was built at Bethel Grove, early last 
fall, which cost about $1,200. It was dedicated by Morris 
Bamford. At Riverside, on the Des Moines River, a neat 
frame church was built, which cost $1,000, and was dedi- 
cated by the writer, free of debt. At Evans, on the Oska- 
loosa Circuit, a church was built at an expense of $1,000, and 
was dedicated by J. C. W. Coxe and E. H. Waring. At Grin- 
ned, we have long needed a church, and now they are erect- 
ing a beautiful and commodious stone church, , which will 
cost, when completed, about $25,000. They hope to have it 
ready for occupancy by the first of January. After a year’s 
experience, we do not hesitate to say, that the union at our 
last session of First Church and Simpson Chapel, at Oska- 
loosa, was not a mistake. 

We are glad to say that the Methodists in Oskaloosa have 
determined to build a new church, and about ^20,000 have 
been secured, and the erection of the building has been com- 
menced. The site will be the one on which the old First 
Church stood. It will be a stone building, and when com- 
pleted will cost at least $30,000. The energy with which 
the pastor and people are pushing this enterprise warrants 
the belief that it will be an honor to Methodism, and will be 
completed in the near future. 

Mrs. Louisa Shaw, a highly respected member of our 
church at Granville, has purchased a church from the 
Friends, and has given the same to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. This church is situated in the town of Taintor, and 
is valued at $1400. At Barnes City, a new point taken up 
and put into the Lacey Circuit, last year, an organization 
has been effected, consisting of forty-five members, and they 
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are now securing subscriptions to build a church to cost 
about $1,200, and I think the enterprise will be successful. 
At various points' in the District, many parsonages and 
churches have been papered, repaired and beautified, of 
which we cannot speak in detail. 

The Sabbath Schools in the District are good in the num- 
bers in attendance, and also in the efficiency of the work 
that they are accomplishing. In nearly all cases they are 
using our own literature. 

There will be a good showing in many of the charges in 
our benevolent collections, notwithstanding the financial de- 
pression. I cannot say definitely how the aggregate amount 
will compare with last year, but hope that the final reports 
will show some increase. In the mining portion of the Dis- 
trict, it has been very difficult to secure good collections. 

The Epworth Leagues in the District are steadily grow- 
ing in numbers and efficiency, and the District Convention, 
held in Montezuma, was pronounced decidedly successful. 

The salaries of the preachers, in a majority of the charges, 
will, I think, be paid in full, but in some places there will be 
deficiencies. If penurious church members would all be- 
come liberal, and all the preachers become good pastors, 
there would be a commendable advancement in the salaries' 
of the preachers. 

There has been a widespread revival influence in the Dis- 
trict, and the number of conversions will aggregate eighteen 
hundred, but the number of accessions will be less, because 
many of these converts have found homes in other churches. 

The preachers have labored faithfully, and by the blessing 
of God have been successful in the salvation of many souls 
and in lifting believers to a higher plane of experience and 
usefulness. 

Rev. George H. Clark, an aged and highly respected Super- 
annuate, passed to his heavenly home during the year. In 
his death, the Church militant is poorer and the Church 
triumphant richer. 
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OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

D. C. SMITH, P. E. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : — I present my second 
annual report of Ottumwa District with grateful acknowl- 
edgment to our Heavenly Father for his loving care and 
gracious benefits to us. The pastors were all early at their 
posts, and have continued throughout the entire year with- 
out material interference by sickness or other hindering 
causes. Death invaded but two of our parsonage homes, 
those of Pastors Cooper and Ireland. The former was be- 
reaved of a promising and noble son in the 19th year of 
his age ; the latter of a son in his infancy. In some respects 
the year has been a difficult one for progressive work, yet 
substantial advancement has been made in the spiritual in- 
terests of the Church. About 1,300 conversions were re- 
ported within the District, and I think a large per cent, of 
these have been received into the Church. 

We have not built as many small churches as last year, 
but perhaps more money in the aggregate has been raised 
for building and improving church property. 

Early in the year, a small Mission church, costing about 
$500, was built at a small mining town called Hickory. This 
enterprise was in charge of a local preacher and has only been 
partly paid for. 

In the early spring months, a very neat and substantial 
country chapel was built at Washington appointment, 
on Knoxville Circuit, at a net cost of about $1,200. Walter 
O. Woolever, the young man who supplied this Charge, 
and the building committee, did praiseworthy work in 
securing the completion of this church in about fourteen 
weeks from the time it was first projected. It was dedicated, 
free of debt, on the 19th day of May. 

The society at Moravia, under the leadership of the pas- 
tor, Brother Ingham, bought a site for church and parsonage, 
consisting of two large lots in a good location, and containing 
a comfortable house of seven rooms, which will answer for a 
parsonage until- the society has built a church, and shall 
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reach the ability to erect a more commodious house. The 
consideration for this property was $i,cxx). The society 
at Cedar, under the pastorate of Brother W. B. Ireland, 
built a new parsonage at a cost thus far of about $1,200, 
which, when complete, will be very commodious. It will 
require about $200 more to complete it. 

Several parsonages have been improved, namely, at Mar- 
tinsburg, Fremont, Unionville and Albia, and possibly 
others not reported to me. 

Church buildings have been improved in the following 
Charges : Lovilia, Attica, Hedrick, ‘ Sigourney, Kirkville, 

Eddyville and Ottumwa First Church. But the most exten- 
sive undertaking is the church building in Knoxville, Bro. 
W. F. Mair, pastor. This church, it is expected, will be 
completed about the first of the new year, and will be a 
model of neatness and completeness for the money, $20,000. 
The building committee, we think, have exercised excel- 
lent judgment and economy in their plans and contract. 
The corner-stone was laid August 29th. 

An indebtedness of $725 upon the Hedrick Church was 
lifted in the early part of the year ; also, an indebtedness of 
$500 on the Haysville Church during the summer. 

The aggregate salaries allowed the pastors of the District 
this year is $20,794. A gain of $738. I think there will be 
a corresponding gain in the benevolences. 

I have, in the providence of God, been able to meet all 
the Quarterly Conferences but three, and preach an average 
of four sermons a week, together with the other duties that 
have fallen to me. 

As far as possible, I have avoided calling the pastors from 
their own Charges to supply quarterly meetings, but when 
necessary to ask of them such service, their response was 
hearty and their work much appreciated. The president of 
our college. Dr. Stafford, rendered excellent service of this 
kind in several Charges. 

The Epworth League work has had some growth. There 
^re seven more active chapters in the District than last year. 
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Most of the pastors wisely utilize this powerful agency in 
the Church. 

Among the hindrances to the Gospel, the “ Spread of 
Scriptural Holiness,” and the growth of the Church, is an 
independent movement called the “ Holiness Association.” 
I have met with nothing in the name of religion that so 
distracts the Church, prevents the faithfulness and loyalty of 
its members, and causes the unsaved people to stand aloof 
from Christ, as this miscalled Association. I pray earnestly 
that the eyes of God’s people may be opened to behold its 
true nature, and turn from it to a truly Scriptural and Meth- 
odistical holiness. 

I record my sincere gratitude to the many families of the 
laity and ministry, who have so uniformly extended courte- 
sies and hospitality to me, and invoke upon them abundant 
temporal and Spiritual blessing. 



IOWA DISTRICT. 

W. E. WILSON, P. E. 

To the Bishop afid Members of the loiva Conference. 

Dear Bishop, Elders and Brethren: — With thank- 
ful heart and gratitude to Almighty God, I present to you 
my annual report. First of all, I thank God that death has 
not entered our ranks, and peace reigns throughout the Dis- 
trict. The year, though a hard one, has not been without 
some good fruit. 

At the last session of our Conference, Bishop Fowler ap- 
pointed four pastors to fields of labor, giving me the District 
with seven prospective places to be supplied. I, with the 
pastors, were all early at our posts of duty, save one, and at 
once sounded the alarm of battle against sin and set out to 
win fifty souls for Jesus, and our labor has not been in vain. 

I held the first round of quarterly meetings as early as pos- 
sible so that the pastors might get the year’s work before 
them, then set about the work left to be supplied and God 
gave us success. 
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When I tell you, Bishop, that the colored people of this 
Northwest have been left for thirty years without that father- 
ly care and Methodistical training which only the Church 
can or does give, you are not surprised if we fail here and 
there, but rather surprised at our success. 

Oskaloosa and Colon, Brother S. D. Brown, pastor. This 
is our best appointment, but will not be very long unless it 
takes second growth. Brother Brown has had a good year, 
a good revival, and several additions. At Oskaloosa, we 
have a good church and parsonage all out of debt. Our 
property here is worth $2,000. This is Brother Brown’s 
second year. I have kept our benevolences before them at 
each quarterly meeting, and think we have succeeded be- 
yond last year all along the line. 

Burlington Circuit is a new field that we have not been 
able to enter on account of the hard times. I have been 
there the second time this year, and think it a good place 
for a society. We have a few members there. 

At Keokuk, we have not made any advance. Here we 
have a small class of ten good members, which we have 
managed to keep together. With $1,000 we can put our 
people into a nice little church, free of debt, with Ft. Madi- 
son 20 miles away as an out appointment. Brother Wool- 
rich, a local preacher, has preached for them occasionally, 
and I have given what time I could to this work. 

Quincy and Pittsfield, Illinois. — Brother John A. 
Lee, pastor. There is a good opening in Quincy for us. 
The German Methodists have offered to sell us their church 
and parsonage at a sacrifice. They are going to build, and 
it would be equal in every way to the needs of our work at 
that place. We can get the whole property for $5,000 or 
$6,000. It is very centrally located for us. At Pittsfield, we 
have built a nice little church, all complete but plaster and 
paint. The building is 20x34, with vestibule in front. We 
have a small debt of $150, which we hope to pay in the next 
six months. 

, Springfield. — A. M. Somerville, pastor. This work was 
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just begun last winter. We have a class at this place, and 
our Board of Trustees are composed partly of leading white 
business men of the city. We have contracted for a church 
and parsonage, good brick buildings, — the church is 28 x 40 
feet, two good lots on the corner. This we get for $1,200. 
The reason we know it is cheap we have been offered $800 
to quit our claim. We are taking subscriptions to be paid 
when $800 is subscribed. Then the $800 becomes due and 
payable to Brother Staley, a leading business man and 
member of Second M. E. Church, of Springfield, who is one 
of the trustees. 

Des Moines. — Burns’ Chapel. This is our best church 
property. Here we have a church and parsonage property 
worth $6,000, with $300 Church Extension debt against it. 
This church was almost gone when we took the District. 
Bishop Fowler appointed Brother F. L. Donohoo as pastor 
last year, who failed to come. I providentially secured Bro. A. 
W. White in his place. Brother White entered the work 
in mid-winter, I having preached for them one Sunday each 
month and keeping up the other meetings with a local 
preacher. We have had here a great revival and several ac- 
cessions. The Sunday School is built up, the Epworth 
League organized, and the membership greatly built up. A 
new roof has been put on both church and parsonage at a 
cost of about $100, and all paid. 

Council Bluffs. — We have contracted for a lot to cost 
$350. We have quite a subscription and a little cash for 
this purpose. This work has been supplied with Brothers 
Kennedy and Prather, local preachers. We believe this a 
very important field. At Carroll, there are about 100 colored 
people. Here we have a small class. We have bought a 
house and lot for $500, and started a Sunday School. This 
point has been attached to Council Bluffs. 

Omaha and South Omaha. — This is strictly a city mis- 
sion. Here we need one of our strongest men. With a 
reasonable support the work will be a success. This has 
been supplied by Brother Harrison, a local preacher. Tak- 
ing the work as a whole, it is growing, and our work here is 
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important. We had a very good District meeting last June, 
which showed that our people are becoming interested in 
the work. As to myself, I have tried to live in touch with 
both pastors and people. I have prayed much over the 
work, advised with our white Presiding Elders, and have al- 
ways consulted with some of them on matters hard to ad- 
just. It has been a hard year with iis, but thank the Lord 
for a few sheaves. I have managed to keep out of debt so 
as to give prestige and character to the District, which I 
think it must have in order to succeed. The pastors’ re- 
ports will tell you how we have done financially. The work 
is just opening up. Give us your prayers and help.

We would caution all our Leaguers that only by being loyal to the 
Church and' all its services, her doctrines and benevolences, can we 
demonstrate to the Church and the world that they came forth in answer 
to a need and they are most nobly filling the place. 

We would recommend the pledge to every Leaguer and that it be the 
aim of their lives. 

The Epworth Herald is the organ of the League, and we recommend it 
to every Leaguer and would discourage the publication of any other paper 
designed to take its place or detract from its circulation.

Your Committee on Education would present the fol- 
lowing report: 

We are highly gratified to learn from the report of the Treasurer of 
Trustees for the Iowa Wesleyan University of the continued prosperity 
attending our institution of learning. 

We are also glad to learn that by the gift of Mrs. Elizabeth Hershey, 
the erection of a woman’s building is among the possibilities of the imme- 
diate future. We would learn from the success of Rev. J. F. Robertson, 
the pastor of our church at Muscatine, in this matter, to be watchful for 
like opportunities for increasing the usefulness of our school. We urge 
upon our pastors, where it has not already been done, that they bring the 
matter before their Epworth Leagues and ask their co-operation in the 
effort to comply with the conditions by which this gift of |io,ooo maj-^ be 
made available. 

We are especially gratified with the high spiritual standing of our 
school, and rejoice to learn that in nearly every instance those who enter 
its precincts are impressed to their spiritual profit. 

We with emphasis call attention to the statement of the Treasurer in 
regard to the necessity for an increased endowment, and recommend that 
in order to meet the annual expenses and provide assistance for needy 
students, the sum of $3,000 be apportioned among our charges, to be 
raised by them during the ensuing year.

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REV. DENNIS MURPHY, Ph. D. 

Rev. Dennis Murphy, Ph. D., was born June 24, 1833, 
in Kilfinane, County Limerick, Ireland, and died of apoplexy 
in West Liberty, Iowa, June 29, 1895. 

When eight years of age, he came with his parents to this 
country. He was reared a strict Roman Catholic, but after 
mature reflection and conviction, he left the Church when 
sixteen years of age, though only an intellectual convert to 
Protestantism. 

In 1856, he came to Iowa and located in Ottumwa. In 
this city, he was converted February 7, 1856, and at once 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. The Church 
soon recognized his rare gifts and endowments, and granted 
him license to preach. In 1858, he was admitted to the 
Iowa Conference and appointed as junior preacher in the 
Salem circuit. In 1861, he married Miss Lavanda Gassner, 
whose father was a prominent minister and member of the 
Iowa Conference. The only child born to them was a son, 
who died in infancy. In 1862, he entered the service of his 
country, as chaplain of the 19th Iowa Infantry, in which 
capacity he served with great acceptability until 1864, when 
he was honorably discharged. 

Returning now to the regular work of the ministry, he 
served a three years’ term in the city of Grinnell, as pastor. 
Feeling the need of a higher education, in 1869, he, with his 
wife, who was a woman of uncommon native endowments, 
entered upon a classical course in the State University of 
Iowa, and for five years he was both pastor and student, 
being a part of the time pastor at West Liberty, where he 
died. In 1874, they both graduated with the highest honors 
from the University, and three years later he received the 
degree of A. M., and delivered with marked ability the 
Master’s oration. Afterward, he completed a course of study, 
for which the Iowa Wesleyan University conferred upon him 
the degree of Ph. D. He was a warm friend of higher edu- 
cation and at the time of his death was one of the trustees 
of the Iowa Wesleyan University. 

Dr. Murphy was a man of splendid physique and rare 
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personal magnetism. Years of close study and observation 
had given him a large fund of knowledge, which was not 
only manifested in the social circle, but especially in his pul- 
pit utterances. His sermons were wrought out with great 
painstaking, and his thought was like beaten oil, never 
crude. He often arranged his ideas with the consummate 
skill of an artist, and always sought to discover the pro- 
foundest depths of the truth which he taught. He was 
forceful in delivery, logical and convincing in argument, and 
elegant in diction. He was a man of deep and strong con- 
victions, and of an iron will. He had a courage which no 
opposition or danger could appal. His watchwords were, 
be industrious, be studious, be enthusiastic and have faith 
in humanity and God. He was not ambitious or selfe-seek- 
ing, but was always ready to take with cheerfulness any 
work the Church in its wisdom saw fit to assign him, whether 
it were circuit, station or district, for he had filled all these. 
From the humblest position in the Conference, by his ability 
and success he won its highest honors, having served all its 
best stations save one, serving also one term as presiding 
elder, and in 1884 represented the Conference in the General 
Conference which met in Philadelphia. 

While he appreciated the confidence and honor bestowed, 
his great aim was to lead those under his care into the light 
and liberty of the sons of God, and to faithfully perform and 
finish the work God had given him to do. Through all his 
varied and perplexing duties, he carried the sunshine of a 
happy soul. It was an inspiration and a pleasure to be 
associated with him. His tenderness, his unselfishness and 
strength of character were thus portrayed by Dr. Spaulding 
in his funeral oration : “ He was a marked man in every 

way, one to attract attention and to gain influence and to 
make an impression. He had an imposing figure, stalwart, 
well proportioned, almost colossal. He had singular grace 
of manners and speech, always polite, always elegant. He 
possessed a pleasing countenance, intellectual and bright, 
with soul, sunshine and brotherly love in it. He had a 
large and well balanced brain. In physical power, potential; 
in mental power, potential ; in moral and spiritual power, 
potential, and if not to be ranked among the very foremost 
men in Church and State in the country, he at least stood in 
native endowments and general culture among those who 
take a very high place. A grand character he was, with 
unusual native faculties, superior culture, warmth of 
heart, full of holy zeal, always active, always pushing 

i 
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onward into the wide domain of knowledge with intense 
gaze and steady step, always having the bearing of a prince 
among men, a splendid preacher, a noble soul, a servant of 
the Most High. A full, well rounded out life was his.” 

The dream of his life, to establish missions among the 
Roman Catholics, under the auspices of the Church, was not 
realized, and was a great grief to him. He saw the growing 
power of Rome and believed that the zeal and Holy Ghost 
fire of Methodism could break her power if rightly applied. 

As a friend, he was loyal and true. As a husband, always 
a lover — his home life was like to that above, full of tender- 
ness, appreciation and love. As a Christian, his faith was 
sublime. Few souls have grasped the mystery of things 
Divine as he. In his later experience be became sublimely 
conscious of the Divine presence and power which only 
great souls know. Suddenly, without a moment’s struggle 
or warning, death came to him in the full vigor of his man- 
hood, and he was not, for God took him. 

In a short character sketch. Chaplain McCabe said ; “ We 

must regret that his departure was so sudden that he had 
no time to send us a message as from the very borders of 
Heaven, but we knowwhat.it might have been, and the 
words would have well befitted his victorious life: “I have 

fought a good fight, I have kept the faith.” 

Funeral services were held, both in West Liberty and 
First Church, Mt. Pleasant, where a number of the brethren 
paid their last tribute to his loyalty and devotion. He was 
laid to rest in Forest Home Cemetery, ]\It. Pleasant, Iowa, 
by the side of his only son, where his sleeping dust awaits 
the resurrection morn. In the death of Dr. Murphy, his 
surviving companion has lost a most tender and affectionate 
husband, and the Church one of its ablest and best ministers.

REV. GEORGE H. CLARK. 

Rev. George H. Clark, a Superannuated member of the 
Iowa Conference, died suddenly at his home, near Oskaloosa, 
Iowa, on April 16, 1895, in the sixty-eighth year of his age. 
The deceased was the second son of Rev. Samuel and Eliza- 
beth Clark, and was born at Gettysburg, Pa. His father was 
for many years an eminent and honored ^Methodist preacher, 
*first in the Baltimore, and later in the Iowa Conference. 
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George H. Clark removed with his father’s family to 
Iowa, in his boyhood, was converted while still a youth, and 
was licensed to preach at the age of twenty. He entered the 
Iowa Conference in 1851, and served the following appoint- 
ments in the order named : 1851, Bloomfield Circuit ; ’52, 

Adel ; ’53, Bellvue ; ’54, Mahaska Circuit ; ’55, Unionville ; 
’56, Drakeville ; ’57, Chillicothe ; ’58-’59, Centerville ; ’60, 
Attica; ’61, Fremont; ’62, Ottumwa; ’63, Bellair ; ’64, 
Galesburg ; ’65, Montezuma ; ’bb-’by. West Point ; 68, Wap- 
ello; ’69-70, Muscatine Circuit; ’71, Richmond; ’72, Du- 
rant; ’73“’74, Brighton; ’75, Martinsburg; ’76-77, Salem. 
In 1878, he retired from the active work of the ministry and 
settled at Oskaloosa, where he lived in Godly tranquility and 
usefulness the remainder of his days. He married in 1856 
Miss Ann C. Bean, who, with wifely and Christian devotion, 
shared with him the joys and trials of the itinerant life for 
twenty-three years, and passed to her heavenly rest in 1879. 
Of this union were born three children, one of whom went to 
the better land in infancy. The two others. Dr. S. W. Clark 
and Miss Nannie Clark, reside at Oskaloosa, Iowa. 

George H. Clark was a modest, warm-hearted, manly 
man. His ever-deepening faith in God filled him with per- 
ennial hopefulness lor human nature ; and he lived and la- 
bored in the inspiration of this large expectancy. He be- 
lieved that good, and not evil, held rulership in this world, 
and thus he saw something to applaud and rejoice in where- 
ever he went among men. This spirit characterized his 
whole work as a Methodist preacher. His hopeful sympa- 
thies with all men made him too large-minded to be a par- 
tisan, and the kind of personal success which only a union 
of partisans can secure, passed him by and went to those who 
were content to toil for it. He found his joy and satisfaction 
in an absorbed devotion to his duty, wherever that duty 
might lie. Some of his brethren may have been more brill- 
iant, but none was more faithful ; some may have been more 
widely known, but none was more beloved by those who 
knew him best. 

His life of retirement for fifteen years at Oskaloosa was one 
of active service in the local church. The class-meeting, the 
prayer-meeting, the public service felt the sweetness of his 
spirit and the power of his spiritual life. He was one of the 
best and most appreciative hearers this writer has ever known. 
On the last Sunday of his life, and only two days before he 
was suddenly summoned from among us, he gave an inspir- 
ing testimony in an early class-meeting, and then listened 
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with a radiant face and glistening eye to the preaching of 
the Gospel. At the close of the service he grasped the pas- 
tor’s hand and said, “ The Lord is very good tome this morn- 
ing.” 

The funeral services were held in the old First Church, in 
Oskaloosa, on April 18, and were participated in by Revs. 
Messrs. T. B. Hughes, I. P. Teter, W. G. Wilson, E. H. 
Waring, J. C. Kendrick, and the writer. A great concourse 
of mourning friends and sympathetic neighbors followed the 
body to its last resting place. M. Bamford. 



The memoir of Dr. C. S. H. Dunn should have been pub- 
lished in the Minutes of 1894, but did not reach the publish- 
ing agent in time. 

REV. C. S. H. DUNN, Ph. D. 

Dr. Dunn w'as born in Baltimore, Md., January 7, 1855, 
and died in London, England, August 17, 1894. He was 
educated at Claverack-on-the-Hudson, and afterward grad- 
uated in the class of 1878 from Drew Theological Seminary. 
The same year he took his classical degree from the Illinois 
Wesleyan University at Bloomington. After graduation, he 
united with Minnesota Conference, and was stationed at 
Morehead for two years. At the close of this term, he mar- 
ried Miss Belle Ryburn, a member of his college class. His 
succeeding appointments were Redwood Falls, two years ; 
Saint Peter, three years ; Stillwater, a year and a half ; Du- 
luth, four and a half years ; Burlington, la., two years. In 
all of these charges he had marked success, the result of con- 
spicuous talent, studious pulpit preparation, excellent gifts 
as a speaker, remarkable social traits, and faithful pastoral 
work. Much of the present power and influence of First 
Church, Duluth, are due to him, and the planning of its pres- 
ent magnificent structure, one of the finest in Methodism, was 
largely inspired by. him. He was eminently successful in 
the large congregation at First Church, Burlington, la., 
though failing health compelled his resignation at the close 
of his second year. He sought California for rest, and soon 
after assumed the Editorship of Southern California Chris- 
tian Advocate.^ a task congenial to his scholarly tastes, though, 
perhaps, too taxing.- Returning, after a year, to Duluth, for 
’business reasons, he supplied the church at Superior, Wis.,

continuing until May of the present year. Brain difficulty, 
caused by overstrain, increased, and constant and severe 
pain caused him to yield to his physician’s advice to resign 
his work, take a sea voyage and consult eminent physicians 
in London. His last letters indicate his increasing confi- 
dence in God, and request constant prayers for himself.

Dr. Dunn was a persevering student. His degree as Doctor 
of Philosophy was conferred, after examination, by Illinois 
Wesleyan University, in i88i. From the several charges 
comes uniform testimony of his faithfulness. Wherever he 
served, the Church grew in numbers, and the spiritual inter- 
ests, especially in the social religious services, were built up. 
His pastoral labors endeared him to his people everywhere. 
He was energetic and aggressive in the material side of 
church work. In his last months it was manifest that his 
spiritual nature was broadening and ripening for heaven. 
The Church at large will mourn with his family, friends, and 
bereaved parishioners over the early death of one who had 
such splendid promise for a future of increasing usefulness 
in the Master’s kingdom.

ter’s wife in the Illinois, Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas, and 
' - Oklahoma Conferences, and was ever faithful to all the trusts 

confided to her charge in all the relations sustained by her 
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husband as pastor, Effective, Supernumerary and Superan- 
nuated preacher in the above localities. 

She died in Wymore, where she had come to visit her two 
daughters. Mrs. Light was the mother of eight children, 
five of whom are still living, three in Nebraska and two in 
Oklahoma. She died peacefully, giving her spirit back to 
God without a murmur or complaint. During her life-time, 
outside of her direct church work, she took a decided inter- 
est in the cause of temperance, first with the Good Templars, 
and then with the W. C. T. U. She was president of the 
first local union in Wymore, Neb., and after removing to 
Oklahoma she became president of the local union in El 
Reno, president of the southern District of Oklahoma, and 
treasurer of the Territorial Union, all of which places she 
filled with honor to herself and fidelity to the cause, until she 
was wholly unable to work, because of the sickness resulting 
in her final decease. 

Affectionate and true as wife, faithful and tender as 
mother, consistent and above reproach as a church member, 
she remained unwavering to the end, and is not, for God has 
taken her. Her husband walking alone, and her children 
rising up and calling her blessed, await in happy anticipa- 
tion of the time when the gracious heavenly Father shall 
say, “ It i§ enough ; come up higher.”

Resolved, That this District Conference memorialize the Iowa Confer- 
ence to instruct its representatives to the next General Conference to be 
held at Cleveland, Ohio, in 1896, to labor to secure the passage of the fol- 
lowing : Amend Chapter 8, Sec. 189, by adding the following: Sec. 27. An 
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unordained minister, serving in the pastorate by appointment of bishop 
or presiding elder, is authorized to solemnize marriage where the civil law 
gives such authority.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE LAY ELECTORAL 
CONFERENCE. 



The Lay Electoral Conference of the Iowa Annual Confer- 
ence, M. E. Church, met in session at 10:30 A. M., in the Main 
Street M. E. Church, Ottumwa, Iowa, September 13, 1895. 

Upon motion, John Mahin, of Muscatine, was chosen 
temporary Chairman. After taking the chair and making a 
few remarks, he read selections of Scripture from the i8th 
chapter of Exodus, and 6th chapter of Acts. Then prayer 
was led by Rev. G. W. Wilson, of Moulton. 

Upon motion, J. B. McCurdy, of Oskaloosa, was chosen 
temporary Secretary, and for Assistant Secretary, J. M. 
Morrow, of Bonds. 

Upon motion, the following Committees were appointed, 
viz : 

Committee on Credentials. — R. A. Kent, Oskaloosa District; W.S. Allen 
Keokuk District; A. V. Riggs, Burlington District ; F. C. Meade, Muscatine 
District; J. B. Mowrey, Ottumwa District. 

Committee on Permanent Organization.— O. McBride, Oskaloosa Dis- 
trict ; J. Q. Hargrove, Keokuk District ; J.W. Blackford, Burlington District ; 
W. N. Moon, Oskaloosa District; J. S. Shaw, Muscatine District. 

Committee on Resolutions. — R. G. Coutts, Oskaloosa District; Rev. G. W. 
Wilson, Keokuk District; S. A. Bullock, Burlington District; Rev. T. 
Horton, Ottumwa District; Frank Bacon, Muscatine District. 

Marcus Simpson, of Burlington District, presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions, 'which were referred to a special com- 
mittee : 

Whereas, Lay Associations are being organized in the various Con- 
ferences for the purposes set forth in the Constitutions thereof, be it 

Resolvedy By the Iowa Lay Conference : 
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(1) That we deem it expedient and desirable to organize a similar Asso- 
ciation in the Iowa Conference. 

(2) That a, committee of three be appointed by the Chair to draft a Con- 
stitution arid report the same to the afternoon session of this Conference, 
and that after the adoption of the Constitution the organization shall be 
perfected by the election of officers, and by such action as may be neces- 
sary. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee the following: 

Marcus Simpson, Burlington District ; Mrs. Anna H. Hill, Ottumwa Dis- 
trict; J. D. Butler, Muscatine District. 

Motion adopted that when we meet in the afternoon session, 
the first business to be transacted shall be the receiving of the 
report of the Committee on Credentials. 

Motion adopted that when we adjourn, we adjourn to meet 
at 1:30 P. M. 

Afternoon session assembled as per adjournment, and was 
called to order by the Chairman. As the Committee on Cre- 
dentials was not ready to report. Rev. W. F. Cowles was re- 
ceived and introduced as the delegate from the Ministerial 
Conference with greetings to this body assembled. 

The address was very extensive and very interesting. 

Committee on Credentials reported 105 delegates present. 
{See list.) 

The question of Wm. Wilson, of Washington, being ad- 
mitted upon the certificate of his Presiding Elder and 
Preacher in charge, in the absence of the delegate and alter- 
nate, was, upon motion, decided in favor of admission to a 
seat in the Conference. 

Upon motion, the report of Committee on Credentials was 
accepted. 

Committee on Permanent Organization reported the tem- . 
porary officers for permanent organization. 

Upon motion, the same accepted. 

Upon motion, proceeded to the election of Delegates to the 
General Conference, resulting as follows, viz.:

Axtell, of Newton, Alternate ; D. H. Payne, of Bloomfield, Alternate. 

Committee on Resolutions made their report. {See Reso- 
lutions No. 2.) 

Motion adopted that these resolutions be taken up one at 
a time. 

Upon motion, the Liquor Resolution was taken up, which 
was quite freely discussed by Brothers Horton, Bacon, Mahin, 
and others. The same was adopted, including Resolution No. 
5, which the Committee had stricken out. 

Resolution adopted, that it is the sense of this Lay Electoral 
Conference that women have equal claims with the men as 
Lay Representatives in the General Conference, and we 
recommend their speedy admission ; that no change in any 
rule is necessary. 

Motion adopted, that the Lay Delegation have equal repre- 
sentation with the Ministerial Delegation in the General Con- 
ference. 

Mr. Simpson, from the Special Committee on the Organi- 
zation of a Conference Lay Association, reported the follow- 
ing, which was unanimously adopted : 

Your Committee beg leave to recommend the adoption of the accompany- 
ing Constitution, and the election of temporary officers of the Association 
by the present Lay Conference, to serve until the first annual meeting on 
jt the fourth Thursday of April, 1896.

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TEMPERANCE REPORT No. 2, OF LAY 
CONFERENCE. 



Whereas, It is crystalized in history that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has taken a decided stand against the gigantic evil embodied in 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors, by endorsing the declaration of the 
Bishops in their address to the General Conference of 1888, when they 
said : “ The liquor traffic is so pernicious in all its bearings, so inimical to 
honest trade, so repugnant to the moral sense, so injurious to the peace 
and order of society, so hurtful to the homes, to the church, and to the 
body politic, and so utterly antagonistic to all that is precious in life, that 
the only proper attitude toward it for Christians is that of relentless 
hostility. It can never be legalized without sin. No temporary device 
for regulating it can become a substitute for prohibition. Eicense, high 
or low, is vicious in principle, and powerless as a remedy.” 

“In our judgment the saloon is an un mixed evil, full of diabolism, a 
disgrace to our civilization, the chief corrupter of political action and a 
continual menace to the order of society and the peace and purity of our 
homes. We declare before all the world that the Church of God ought to 
be known always and everywhere as the relentless and uncompromising 
foe to this ungodly business, and that it is the duty of every Christian to 
wage ceaseless warfare against it.” 

Resolved^ Therefore, that it is proper at this time, for this Eay Confer- 
ence to re-endorse and give emphasis to this declaration, for the reason 
that a step has already been taken toward legalizing the liquor traffic in 
this State. 

Resolved.^ That we are unalterably opposed to what is called the “ bar ” 
feature of the Martin Mulct Law, because it is in effect when in operation 
a license for the liquor traffic. 

Resolved^ That we look with abhorrence upon the proposition to 
legalize the manufacture of liquors in this State, under the specious and 
deceptive plea that it is logical and right to permit to be made that which 
is permitted to be sold, believing as we do that the effect of such manu- 
facturing law would be to so strongly entrench the liquor traffic in that 
it will practically sweep away all that remains of the prohibitory law and 
put our fair State wholly in the thralldom of the liquor power. 

Resolved, That in the coming State election no candidate for office in 
favor of giving the liquor power a further grant of privileges in this 
State is entitled to or should receive the support of members of the 
Methodist Church. 

Resolved, That as the people of this State were deprived by a decision 
of the Supreme Court to the effect of a vote in 1882, banishing the saloon 
by constitutional amendment, they should have opportunity to again 
register their will on this subject by the adoption by the next Legislature 
of the resolution now pending to re-submit this question. 






CONSTITUTION. 



■\RTICLE I,— Name. 

J 

This organization shall be known as the Lay Association of the 
Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

ARTICLE II. — Object. 

The object of this Association shall be to promote Christian fellowship, 
to familiarize its members with the usages and enterprises of the Church, . 
and to engage their active co-operation and assistance therein, and to do 
such other things as the Association may decide upon from time to time. 

ARTICLE III.— Meetings. 

Section i. The meetings of the Association shall be held annually at 
such places as may be decided upon b}’ the Association, or such committee 
as may be appointed for that purpose, and shall be called to order at lo 
o’clock A. M., on the fourth Thursday of April. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, with the 
concurrence of a majority of the other officers of the Association, or must 
be called on the written request of ten delegates from ten different 
churches.

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TEMPERANCE REPORT No. 2, OF LAY 
CONFERENCE. 



Whereas, It is crystalized in history that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has taken a decided stand against the gigantic evil embodied in 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors, by endorsing the declaration of the 
Bishops in their address to the General Conference of 1888, when they 
said : “ The liquor traffic is so pernicious in all its bearings, so inimical to 
honest trade, so repugnant to the moral sense, so injurious to the peace 
and order of society, so hurtful to the homes, to the church, and to the 
body politic, and so utterly antagonistic to all that is precious in life, that 
the only proper attitude toward it for Christians is that of relentless 
hostility. It can never be legalized without sin. No temporary device 
for regulating it can become a substitute for prohibition. License, high 
or low, is vicious in principle, and powerless as a remedy.” 

“ In our judgment the saloon is an unmixed evil, full of diabolism, a 
disgrace to our civilization, the chief corrupter of political action and a 
continual menace to the order of society and the peace and purity of our 
homes. We declare before all the world that the Church of God ought to 
be known always and everywhere as the relentless and uncompromising 
foe to this ungodly business, and that it is the duty of every Christian to 
wage ceaseless warfare against it.” 

Resolved^ Therefore, that it is proper at this time, for this Lay Confer- 
ence to re-endorse and give emphasis to this declaration, for the reason 
that a step has already been taken toward legalizing the liquor traffic in 
this State. 

Resolved., That we are unalterably opposed to what is called the “ bar ” 
feature of the Martin Mulct Law, because it is in effect when in operation 
a license for the liquor traffic. ‘ 

Resolved, That we look with abhorrence upon the proposition to 
legalize the manufacture of liquors in this State, under the specious and 
deceptive plea that it is logical and right to permit to be made that which 
is permitted to be sold, believing as we do that the effect of such manu- 
facturing law would be to so strongly entrench the liquor traffic in that 
it will practically sweep away all that remains of the prohibitory law and 
put our fair State wholly in the thralldom of the liquor power. 

Resolved, That in the coming State election no candidate for office in 
favor of giving the liquor power a further grant of privileges in this 
State is entitled to or should receive the support of members of the 
Methodist Church. 

Resolved, That as the people of this State were deprived by a decision 
of the Supreme Court to the effect of a vote in 1882, banishing the saloon 
by constitutional amendment, they should have opportunity to again 
register their will on this subject by the adoption by the next Legislature 
of the resolution now pending to re-submit this question. 




CONSTITUTION. 




ARTICLE I.— Name. 

This organization shall be known as the Lay Association of the 
Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

ARTICLE II.— Object. 

The object of this Association shall be to promote Christian fellowship, 
to familiarize its members with the usages and enterprises of the Church, . 
and to engage their active co-operation and assistance therein, and to do 
such other things as the Association may decide upon from time to time. 

ARTICLE III. — Meetings. 

Section i. The meetings of the Association shall be held annually at 
such places as may be decided upon by the Association, or such committee 
as may be appointed for that purpose, and shall be called to order at lo 
o’clock A. M., on the fourth Thursday of April. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, with the 
concurrence of a majority of the other officers of the Association, or must 
be called on the written request of ten delegates from ten different 
churches.

ARTICLE VIII.— Expenses and Coeeections. 

No collections shall be taken in this Association, except to defray the 
necessary expenses of this Association. 

ARTICLE IX. — Committees. 

All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Association. 

The following standing committees shall be appointed at the annual 
meeting of the Association, viz: Committee of Arrangements and Program, 
and Committee upon the State of the Church, each consisting of three 
members.

ARTICLE X.— Amendments. 

This Cohstitution may be amended at any annual meeting by a two- 
thirds vote of all the delegates present and voting ; providing, that a notice 
of the proposed change has been given at least one day prior thereto. 
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article VIL— Officers. 

The officers of this Association shall be a President; a F'irst, Second and 
Third Vice-President, who shall be entitled to preside in the absence or 
disqualification of the President in the order of their rank ; a Correspond- 
ing and a Recording Secretary, who shall be separate persons, and a 
Treasurer.
